These same youngsters are 
the citizens tomorrow; they are the individuals the 
health department staff members will know later 
business people, food handlers, clerks, and other 
zens. There were three other long-term objectives dis-

sanitarian then called the school public health nurse 
and acquainted her with the problem and the objectives.

operative planning, 
was decided present 
‘‘Know Your Health 
Department 
student assembly. 

the student assembly, the program was divided 
into three parts. (1) movie, Health Depart- 
ment Action,’’ was shown, indicating the role 
the individual members health department. (2) 
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Health department repre- 
sentatives including the 
health officer, health edu- 
eator, public health nurse 
and district sanitarian, gave brief descriptions inter- 
esting phases their work and answered student 
questions. (3) Two members the student council 
presented skit. Actually (2) and (3) were partly 
the stage with members the 
health department were the school health nurse, the 
student body president, and the former president and 
vice president the student body. During the discus- 
sion various members the health department, 
the former president and vice president the student 
body who were seated little our left and the rear

However, with respect flu- 
oridation, are dealing with 
problem which somewhat dif- 
ferent from that adding chemical other material 
which will purify, make wholesome, make potable, 
which may not dangerous public health. Clearly 
with the background scientific evidence now avail- 
able, successful attack constitutional other 
grounds could made upon the department the 
board ordering the use chlorine, which addition 
for the purpose purification and the prevention 
disease. Oddly enough, research has failed reveal any 
which the chlorination water has been legally 
attacked. 


The avowed purpose the use fluorine water 
the prevention dental children. The 
obvious—chlorination prevents the popu- 
lace from becoming diseased due impure water 
supplies; fluoridation, far know, does not 
necessarily purify water but does prevent tooth decay. 


discussing this subject and the police power 
the State Department Health, must make 
distinction between the exercise the police power 
the part the department controlling the purity, 
wholesomeness, and potability water supplies 
and its power order water supplies fluoridated. 
the writer’s mind there considerable doubt 
the authority the Board Public Health, under 
present circumstances make order requiring 
fluoridation. making such statement are not 
unmindful the fact that should the board order 
fluoridation water supplies the grounds that 
was necessary the interest the present and future 
health the public, and that fluoridation did not make 
the water impure, unwholesome, unpotable, danger- 
ous health, there reasonable possibility 
that such order would held valid. Suffice say 
that the board has never made such order. However, 
assuming that could not order fluoridation, its denial 
petition fluoridate through the use its dele- 
gated police power control permits given pur- 
veyors domestic water supplies would effectively 
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prevent fluoridation. other words, its authority 
control the purity water, likewise can control 
fluoridation merely denying the right fluoridate. 

The board has granted permits this State authoriz- 
ing the fluoridation domestic water supplies. Obvi- 
ously, therefore, the board has, through the powers 
delegated and the duty imposed upon it, made 
determination that controlled fluoridation do- 
mestic water supplies will not make water impure, 
unwholesome, impotable endanger the lives health 
human beings. 


This authorization the board finding that 
the statutory standard has been met and that the peti- 
tioner entitled furnish such water. 


has been suggested that the board has exceeded 
its authority making such finding because may 
not then furnishing water equal the mandatory 
requirements the water works standards, required 
4011.5 and 4011.6 the Health and 
Safety Code. The clear import those sections does 
not bind the board any way the mandatory re- 
quirements the water works standards. The board 
bound only the statutory standard. The reference 
water works standards solely authorize modifi- 
addition, change the source supply 
method treatment without permit from the board 
they comply all respects with the mandatory require- 
ments the water works standards. 

The control water supplies which exercised 
the Legislature and the authority which has delegated 
the board and the State Department Public Health 
exercised under the police power the State. The 
Legislature possessed the entire police power 
the State, except its power limited the pro- 
visions the Constitution. indispensable pre- 
rogative sovereignty and may not legally limited 
even though times its operation may seem harsh, 
long not unreasonably and arbitrarily invoked 
and applied. The power not static, but flexible 
keep pace with changing conditions and dis- 
closures which obviously call for revised laws, rules, 
regulations for interpretation laws under present 
conditions. The criterion what reasonably neces- 
sary promote the public health the time health 
measure act invoked. 

There would appear little doubt that the fluori- 
dation domestic water supplies exercised and con- 
trolled this State meets the requirements for valid 
exercise the police power. reasonable means 
accomplishing the public purpose improving the 
dental health substantial portion the population 
without injury the rest the population. also 
means improving the general dental health the 


generations which would affected the use 
fluoridated water. 


The Delegation Authority Issue 


Pursuant its consideration the question 
fluoridation, the State Board Public Health, 
August 29, 1950, issued statement the effect that

Criticism this resolution has been made the 
grounds that approved fluoridation ‘‘subject the 
prior approval the local medical and dental associa- 
tions’’ and therefore has delegated local dental and 
medical associations the power which does not hold 
and power which, even though the Legislature could 
delegate the board, could not redelegated 
the local medical and dental associations.

Therefore, the 
made that their addition makes the water 
impure, unwholesome, unpotable, dangerous 
health, and thus the State Board Public Health must 
deny applications for authority fluoridate. 

first blush this would appear reasonable 
argument, but upon analysis the contention invalid. 
Section 20703 the Health and Safety Code comes 
Division the code and pertains solely 
the dispensing poisons under that particular di- 
This division administered the California 
State Board Pharmacy, and was enacted for the 
purpose regulating the sale poisons and their 
administration human beings. 

true that the addition fluorides any 
concentration the addition poison water, then 
may logically said that the Legislature, en- 


acting Section 26470.5 the Health and Safety Code, 


has authorized the poisoning water. 

This section was added the Pure Foods Act 1951 
and authorized the addition fluorine fluorine com- 
pounds bottled water, providing that the labeling 
requirements the Pure Foods Act met. The fact 
that Section 26470.5 now the law may least logi- 
that controlled fluoridated water not 
dangerous public health when under the jurisdiction 
the State Department Public Health.

The Advertisement Issue 


The Pure Drugs Act California provides that the 
advertisement drug device represented have 


any effect certain diseases unlawful and pro- 
hibited. Among those listed ‘‘dental 
the ground that this act prohibits any advertisement 
tended that none other than the purveyors fluori- 
dated bottled water have the right advertise 
oridated water. Fluoridated bottled water would 
appear exempt from the provisions said act. 
Again this would appear valid argument, but 
the false advertisement prohibited Section 26271 
one that likely induce purchase drug 
which prohibited Section 26286, with the ex- 
ception set Section 26273. This protect the 
public from quack cures, patent medicines, and other 
such pharmaceuticals advertised for self-medication. 
The only case which research has revealed where the 
addition fluorides has been attacked and the de- 
cision the court available that Aryan 
Butler, Mayor the City San Diego, supra. 
that case the plaintiff sought injunction against 
officials the City San Diego restrain them from 
out water supply fluoridation pro- 
gram. Evidence was taken and motion was made for 
nonsuit, which motion was granted. The issue 
unlawful advertising was there made and the court 
stated that the prohibitory section must read con- 
nection with the preceding section. was noted that 
certain diseases are not mentioned that chapter 
the code and that that fact should not construed 
indicating self-medication for such other diseases 
safe. The Legislature, adopting the prohibitory 
section, was simply attempting discourage self- 
treatment for the diseases enumerated that section. 
The court went state that self-medication for 
dental caries was not prohibited the code, and noth- 
ing the record indicates that the fluoridation pro- 
gram involved would not administered under the 
direction the city public health officer, who 
licensed physician and surgeon California. While 
the avowed purpose fluoridation partial pre- 
vention dental caries, the fact remains that once 
accomplished would not particularly advertised 
such. The advertisement the addition this 
chemical public water supplies would clearly not 
the self-medication false advertising aimed 
the Legislature. Not only the above true, but Section 
26272 specifically exempts from the provisions See- 
tion 26270 any matters which appear only the scien- 
periodicals the professions concerned which 
are disseminated only for the purpose public health 
education persons not commercially interested 
the sale such drugs devices. Further, the Board 
Public Health may, wherever determines that 
advance medical science has made any type self- 
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medication safe any disease named Section 
26286.5, authorize advertisement.

The Freedom Religion Issue 


most strongly urged, not only certain re- 
ligious groups but likewise persons who look 
the problem from purely viewpoint, that 
fluoridation water supplies compulsory 
mass medication. 

the First and Fourteenth Amendments the Fed- 
eral Constitution guaranteeing freedom religion. 
court nor person should lightly dismiss this contention. 
counter the argument forced mass medication 
might said that there are undoubtedly several hun- 
dred thousand people drinking water which naturally 
endowed with fluorides who are the same religious 
belief those who object the artificial addition 
fiuorides domestic water supplies. The undoubted 
answer that that the forced medication, not 
the natural, which objected to. However, the fact 
remains that insofar the law concerned there 
legal compulsion protestants drink fluoridated 
water even though domestic water supply. 

The writer has already stated that his belief 
that fluoridation California administered 
valid exercise the police power. Now, does the police 
power this instance overbalance the constitutional 
objection that violates freedom religion 


The first amendment the Federal Constitution 
provided that Congress shall make law respecting 
the establishment religion. This was early held 
mean that neither the original Constitution nor the 
amendment made any provision for protecting the 
citizens the respective states and their religious 
liberties, but that this was entirely left the individual 
states. 

The California Constitution from its beginning has 
guaranteed religious freedom. 

Speaking the First Amendment, the United States 
Supreme Court clearly and concisely stated the appli- 
eable rule follows: ‘‘thus the amendment embraces 
two believe and freedom act. 
The first absolute but, the nature things, the 
second can not 

Wherein the absolute freedom being denied? Any 
person may think and believe wishes one forces 
him believe fluoridation; may think and ex- 
press himself against it. that true, then must 
find the violation restraining the rights act 
sees fit. Although this right subject limitations, 
fluoridation does not limit such right any way. There 


legal compulsion. The protestant may drink 
fluoridated water may not, wishes. 

What has the California State Board Public 
Health done? (1) has issued permits for the 
trolled fluoridation public water supplies under its 
delegated authority, this being valid exercise the 
police power. (2) making the determination per. 
mit fluoridation has much scientific factual data 
before that would dispel any contention lack 
reasonable determination the benefits 
fulness fluoridation. (3) Its determination neither 
arbitrary, unreasonable, discriminatory, nor does 
unduly infringe the protected freedom. (4) Its permit 
does not create legal compulsion upon any person 
drink fluoridated water. 

The writer sees valid constitutional objection 
the action the board fluoridation the grounds 
that the action the board violates religious freedom, 
and the firm opinion that the courts would 
hold.

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Culex tarsalis, Encephalitis Vector, 
Surviving Mild Winter 


Intensive winter surveying the mosquito popula- 
tion the department’s Bureau Vector Control 
personnel together with local mosquito control agencies 
have revealed situation that seems ominous that 
another peak encephalitis year could possibly result, 
unless subfreezing weather intervenes. 


The surveys show that the tarsalis mosquito, 
vector encephalitis, over-wintering the adult 
stage unusually high numbers. Adult tarsalis 
mosquitoes have been found varying numbers all 
types shelters, such barns, sheds, well-houses, 
Special efforts find them natural places have dis- 
closed adult female mosquitoes wintering ground 
squirrel and rabbit burrows, well hollow 
stumps and miscellaneous shelters along the undercut 
banks streams. 


Even more unusual has been the finding during 
January the larval stage Culex tarsalis several 
the central San Joaquin Valley counties. Ordinarily 
only the adult stage this mosquito can found 
January and then very reduced numbers. This con- 
dition attributed the high build-up this mos- 
quito 1952 and the extraordinarily mild winter 
date favoring its survival. likely that few 
subfreezing nights occur between now and spring this 
high population will reduced normal. 


suspected cases encephalitis have con- 
tinued reported the department since the out- 
break subsided. They have been reported decreasing 
numbers November, December, and January. In- 
tensive investigation these suspected cases con- 
tinues, but there have been laboratory confirmation 
cases with onset since November. 


During the past summer California experienced the 
highest incidence infectious encephalitis thus far 
recorded this State. total 729 human cases were 
reported from counties the State during the June 
October encephalitis season. Ninety-four percent 
(689) the cases occurred the Central Valley 
Over half the cases were confirmed 
laboratory tests. Fifty-one deaths were listed among 
these cases having resulted from this disease. Four 
hundred cases encephalitis horses were reported 
during the season.
